No. fi ITO(P.N.)/60. — -The Government of India have decided to issue licent 
for the import of 10,000 tons of Newsprint from Canada during the peri 
January; June 1960. 

2. Licences will be issued as follows: — 

(a) Newspapers having a consumption of more than 25 tons per iroi 

during 1948-49 will bo grunted licences on the basis of their cc 
sumption in March 1949. 

(b) Newspapers having a consumption of 25 tons and legs during 1948' 

will be granted licences on tbe basis of their consumption in Mo 
1949 provided they imported newsprint from Canada during ' 
year 1948-49. 

(c) Newspapers which have started production after March 1949 will 

granted licences on tbe baBis of their consumption in March II 
as certified by tbe State Director of Industries or the Dir® 
General of Industries and Supplies. Such certificates should 
produced with the applications. 

(d) Established importers (other than newspapers) will be granted licenc 

on the basis of their past imports from the U.S.A., Canada u 
Newfoundland in any one complete financial year between 198T- 
and 1948-49, both years inclusive. It will be a condition of i 
grant of licences to established importers that they will not pupj 
newsprint to newspapers falling in categories (a), (b) and (c) abo r 
a list of which will be enclosed with each license. 

8. Applications should be made to the Chief Controller of Imports, Chur 
Hoad, New Delhi, in the form and mannor prescribed in the Commerce Minist 
Public Notice, dated the 25th February, 1950 so as to reach by the 20th Mb 
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0. No applications received thereafter shall he entertained. Applications 
q newspapers and established importers falling in categories (b) and (d) of 
agraph 2 above should also be accompanied by documentary evidence of 
. imports. All applications should be accompanied by a Treasury Receipt 

sayment of the licence fees. 

Lioenoes to newspapers falling in category 2(a) above, i.e., those with 
umption of more than 26 tong per month are being iBsued in advance of 
lications. Such newspapers should submit their applications along with 
rsury Receipts immediately.

meroe No. 20-ITC/49, dated the 26th August 1949, namely: — 

In the Schedule annexed to the said Open General Licence No XVI — • 

(i) For the entry relating to Serial No. 33 of Part) II, the following 
entry shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Pneumatic plants — consisting of prime-mover 8 and II 83" 
auxiliary equipment including parts thereof 
and portable electrio tools of all kinds and parts 
thereof but excluding pneumatic hoses and 
welding hoses. 

(fi) In column 1 against entries relating to Serial No. 6(1) of Part III, 
the words "and picking sticks" shall be omitted. 

The amendments mode by thig notification shall not affect any pneumatic 
welding hoses and picking stioks, which were covered by the said Open 
nl Licence No. XVI and which have been despatched on through consign- 
to India on or before the 23rd May 1950.
